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ATLANTA, April 28.—Mr. Henry R. Harris, Jr., 
lately back from a trip to /Texas, where he has 
some extensive landed interests, told me how he 
found things in the lone star site. He said: 
' “FE eame back to Georgia better satisfied with her 
old red hills than I ever was before. I studied Texas 
carefully, and found little to commend it. It has 
all the swift speculations, the uncertain values, 
the enormous margins and desperate 
chances of all new sections. It is make all or lose all 
in aboutany venture you make. It will bea long 
time before valuesand affsirs become conservative 
and settled out there; and before men with re-

sponsibility can afford to risk them.’ 


‘Are lands not good”’’ 
“They are said to be. > Ido 
prairie lands will grow fine weed crops, such as 
corn and cotton. I do not think that you can get 
crops of plants that grow branches like a trec, as 
corn and cotton does, on land that Is not heavily 
-¢imbered in its primeval state. I saw superb corn 
lands in Arkansas, but they were so situated that 
nothing but a negro or a mud-turtle could live 
there. The crops are very uncertain. As with 
everything else there, when you do hitit it isa big 
hit, but you hardly ever hit it. Italked with an 
old lady who said: ‘We came bere from Georgia 
fifteen years ago, and we've been juston the nick 
of making a crop every year that will get us straight 
and put us ahead; but just before we make it, 
something always happens to spoil it, an i we ain’ 
made it yet.’ Iasked her if she'd like to go back 
to Georgia. She said: ‘I don’t believe there are 
a half dozen Georgians in Texas who've been here 
two years ormore, who wouldn't go back if they 
could selloutand get the money togo. A great 
many of them sacrifice all they’ve got here and go 
anyhow.’ ’’

“There is one business in Texas’ said Mr. Har- 
ris, ‘‘that is enormous. and has made money, a great 
fortune—that is the cattle business. But to go in- 
to that requires the heaviest capital, nothing less 
than $100,000 will dofor the proper herd and out 
fit. Huge companies organized with foreign capi- 
tal are buying up cattle so rapidly that the price 
bas gone up, to where a poor manu can’t touch it. 
TL«6 Saturday before I reached Fort Worth, 2,000 
yearlings sold at public outery for $17.50 4 head, 

while in Georgia you could buy a cow with a caif 

at her side for $\2 50. Isaw men buying cattle in 

Memphis to ship to the Texas ranges. The 

cattle men say openly that they cannot put their 

money intoanything that will pay better thana 
scrub cow at $100. The prices are almost fabu- 
lous,”’ 

“Are they improving the herds of cattle?’’ 

‘In the direction of beef, yes, but not as milk 
or butter cattle. As we Whirled through the prai- 
ries on the cers we saw countless herds of catile, 
disposed in clumps of a score orso. Wecould note 
ata glance many herds had been graded up, and 
were of superior size and appearance. It isall beef, 

- however. Thereis no dairy or creamery, and no 
suggestion of one. Cows are valued only as their 
calves, for the shambles.’’ 


“T saw in Fort Worth an old fellow that didn’t 
look as if he had adoilar that was one of the cattle 
kings of Texas. He had lately sold hisherds toa 
com pany of capitalists for $1,600,000. They had not 

° yet made the payment and were already offered 
$2,000,000 for the same herds bya London company. 
He did not own an acre of land, but simply sold his 
cattle mark. The tendency is for outside capital to 
contrel the business. I rode over with a Mobile 
capitalist who was carrying $200,000 with which he 
was going to set hisson upin cattle. He estimated 
thet the money-that is the herds—would double 

af. oy three years, and that is about the estimate of 
the best cattle men of Texas.”’ 


‘‘T was the witness of the will of an elderly man 
on last Saturday" saidagentlemen—"‘in which §$25,- 
000 was devised to institutious in Atlanta.’’ My 
informant would not give the name of the testator 
or of the institutions to be benefitied, both being 
confidential.

Talking with ugusta man the other day, 
asked nim what he thought of the statement float. 
ing about to the effett that Augusta was the second 
Georgia city in point of population. , 

He replied: “I believe it is true. Of course the 
contest for second place is between Augusta and 
Savannah. In 1870, Savannah had 28,235 people 
while Aucusta had 15,389. This gave Savannah a ma: 
jority of 12,446. In 1880, ten years later, Savannah 
had 30.709, and Augusta 21,891. This left Savannah 
only 8,808 majority, Augusta having in the decade, 
closed the gap between the two cities by 4,038 net 
gfin.”’ 

“That still left her 8,898 behind Savannah?’’’ 

“Yes. But since that census was tiken she has 
extended her limits and annexed a territory that 
adds at least 5,000in one lump to her population. 
This would reduce Savannah’s majority to 3,80s. 
But we have added since the census cotton mii}§ 
alone that will give work for 2,400 additional opera- 
tives.

TABOR’S PALATIAL RESIDENCE. 


Description of His Prospective Million- Dollar Man- 
° sion. 
From the Denver News. 

Ex-Senator Taborhas given up the idea of 
building a million-dollar hotel at the corner 
of Sixteenth and Arapahoe streets. He no 
longer has any doubt that the government 
building will be erected there and he is con- 
tent with that. Instead of investing bis money 
in a house for the entertainment of others he 
will build one for the entertainment of him- 
self. 
in any other city than Denver, the conclusion 
is natural that he will build his mansion here. 
And so he will. Mrs. Tabor told a friend the 
other day that the famed palaces of the Cali- 
fornia bonapzas nor the mansions of the Stew- 
arts and the Vanderbilts should not be so fine 
us the bouse her busband will build. 

The ex-senator is not. communicative on 
the subject. Hedvesn’t want to talk about 
his prospeetive palace until his plains shall 
be fully matured. At present he has nothing 
more than a vague, but delightful outline of 
what his residence shall be. It will be built 
in the middle of a block of ground, covering 
thirty-two lots of the regular size. He has 
his eye on one of the finest locations on Cap’ 
itol hill, and if he shall set his heart upon 
rearing his house there he will have it, what- 
ever the cost may be. There is a good deal of 
latent poetry in the California guich million- 
aire, and :estheticismfdefinite form in words, 
vet he can discriminate between the finest 
shades of beauty when they are. placed before 
him. This is shown in his opera bouse. He 
intends that his residence shall be to other 
residences what his theatre is to other the 
ateers. 

The mansion will contain abouttthirty 
rooms, and it will be arranged much as the 
dwellings of the ancient princes were—for the 
entertainment of guests and to accommodate 
the farthest extreme of festivity. ° There wiil 
be bangueting halls long and wide, each with 
different furniture and fittings, which shall be 
so selected as to serve for any event that is 
likely to occur. There wiil be one room 
which can be used for receptions attended by 
more guests than can be accommodated in the 
reception rooms for every-day use. Jt will 
contain every beauty which genius can sug- 
gest and execute and moncy pay for. In the 
center there will be a fountain whose drops 
of spray, as they sparkle in the rays of light 
from a hundred gas jets, will fall upon the 
rarest exotics that are known to the horticul- 
turist. The floor will be a grand mosaic of 
Colorado’s most beautiful minerals, cut and 
polished by skillful lapidaries, and arranged 
in odd and beautiful conceits by one of New 
York’s most noted artists. The walls will be 
colored in beautiful tints, and the soft swelling 
dome will seem to fade away in the blue dis- 
tance o@ the sky which will be there repre- 
sented. Here and there in niches gracefully 
cut will stand the form of a Venus, a Psyche 
ora Diana chiseled in the most virgin mar- 
ble; and those will be relieved by rare paint- 
ings which shall be executec upon the walis 
themselves, not hung there. Each gas jet will 
have prisms of gas so arranged upon it that 
light of any color can be made to suffuse the 
whole room and to give the flowing fountain 
waters the colors of a fair rainbow. At one 
end of this room the wall will be so cleverly 
constructed as to seem real and solid like 
those around it; but it will beso thin that the 
weakest sound can escape through it, Behind 
this diapbanous partition musicians will on 
state occasions, be concealed, and discourse 
sweet music which shall fall upon the ear 
like the warbling of hidden birds, This room 
will be more than oriental in its sensuous love- 
liness and richness. The sleeping apartments 
will be en suit, and the furnishing as truly 
elegant as thesuggestions of an accomplished 
designer can make them; a billiard room with 
its constant attendants,a bowling alley, and a 
wide room for lawn tennis when the weather 
will not permit the game to be played in the 
level ground prepared foriton the grounds 
outside. The stables will be on the same 
scale of elegance that the house is, and there 
will be saddle horses and driving horses te 


suit the taste of the most ‘fastidious 
horsemen. The grounds’ surrounding the 
mansion will in time becomea garden of 


beauty and, ina park inclosedin one corner, 
red deer and antelope will raise their pretty 
heads and look with shy curiosity upgn their 
surroundings. In the tower of the house there 
will be an observatory fitted up, where one 
may luok miles away upon the plains or up- 
on the most distant mountain peaks-or if he 
desire, make observations in astronomy aided 
bv a fine collection of telescopes and math- 
ematical instruments. Tiere will be electric 
bells in all parts of the house, and electrie 
lights in sich rooms as it may be desired in, 
and to illuminate the grounds in the summer 
evenings at jardinierres, or when the senator 
and his wife shall desire to give a fete-cham- 
petre. 

Architects will at once begin to prepare 
plains for Mr. Tabor’s approval, and before 
summer has set in work upon this magnilicent 
mansion will be coummenced.

HOW IT 1S MADE. | 


A Discovry Thet Lay Dormant for Many Yoars B>. 
cause of Ite Dangerous Properties—The Claims 
et the Nobels to the Iavention—A Rai).

Now that the question of the use of dyna- 
mite has become a vital one in the ranks of 
the Irish party in this country, a history of 
this most powerful of all explosives may 
prove of interest to the thousands who read 
with horror of the deeds that are accomplished 
abroad by its agei.cy. : 

Dynamite is one of the many products or 
combinations of nitro-glycerine, and is about 
thirteen times as powerful as gunpowder. 
The discovery of this dangerous and potent 


explosive was made in 1846 by Ascagne So 
brero, then a pupil in thé laboratory of Pe- 
louze, the eminent French chemist, who 
devoted twenty years of his life to the in- 
vestigation of the chemistry of oils and fats 
Sobrero, having tried aseries of experiments, 
eventually made explosive preparations from 
gee mannite, cane sugar and glycerine. 
The announcement of the discovery was a 
sensation in the scientific world, but for 
some years so dangerous and so treacherous 
was the new explosive that few attempted 
in any way to utilize it. The force and 
power were there to-do almost anything, 
but then, the material was liable to ex- 
plode prematurely and without any ap- 
parent provocation, and for a long time 
scientific men alone knew of its existence. 
Some time about 1863 or 1864, Henry and 
Alfred Nobel, practical mining eagineers, be- 
gan to experiment with nitro-glycerine as a 
blasting agent, and found it so effective and 
so economical that they at once took out 
patents in various countries claiming that 
they were the inventors of the compound. 
Their claim tothe invention is clearly un- 
founded,as Sobrero had demonstrated the ex- 
istence of nitro-sugar. nitro-dextrin and 
nitro-glycerine nearly a score of years before, 
but there can be no question that the Nobels 


first applied the patent explosive to its 
legitimate uses. 
THE CLAIM OF THE NOBELS. 
The Nobels were not successful in their 


eariier efforts, owing to the large numbers of 
grave accidents caused by nitro-glycerine in 
Norway and in Germany, where hundreds of 
blasters lost their lives through ignorance or 
carelessness, so finally they gave up the use 
of the explosive in its original form, They 
now confine their trade toa mixture of rot- 
ten stone and glycerine, which form the com- 
pound so widely known as dynamite. 
Dynamite was patented in the United States 
May 26, 1868, the patent being granted to Al- 
fred Nobel, of Hamburg, Germany, assignor 
to John Bandmann, of San Francisco. It 
consists of a combination of nitroglycerine 
with a substance of great absorbent power, 
such, for instance, as fullers’ earth or rotten 
stone. By this composition the explosiye- 
ness of the nitro-glycerine is controlled, as it

“for a large quantity of nitric and 
sulphuric acid, which was to be used 
In New York for the manufacture of the 
explosive, but for some reason, probably a 
question of price or money, we aid not close 
tbe bargain. We have no desire to extend 
eur business into the manufacture of nitro- 
glycerine or any of itscompounds. I remem- 
ber. now that you mention the subject, that 
when the “demand for nitro-glycerine first 
began, we were on one occasion put to a deal 
of trouble. 

A RAILROAD'S PRECAUTIONS, 
‘At that time we had a contract to supply 
asoap and perfumery manufacturer in the 
east with considerable glycerine, sometimes 
as much as 1,000 barrels in alot. One day we 
sent a number of barrels of glycerine to the 
Pennsylvania depot, and were somewhat as- 
tonished at acall from one of the officials.

William Montague Wrowne was born in the 
county of Mayo, Ireland, July 7th, i527. His father, 
Rt. Hon. D. Geoffrey Brgwne, was privy counsellor 
and occupied a seat in parliament for thirty-five 
years. Professor Browne résgived his early educa- 
tion at Rugby, under the famom «From 
Rugby he went to Trinity college, Dublin, and was 
graduated from that instifafion, receiving the first 
henor. Destined for the diplomatic service, Mr 
Browne traveled iargely in Europe, and on his re- 
turn was placed in the diplomatic service of Eng- 
land, 


HIS ARRIVAL IN “AMERICA. 

He continued to follow this until he determined 
to come to America. Arriving in New York in 
‘<51, he became one of the editors of the New York 
Journal of Commerce, an influential paper of the 
metropolis. For several years,in fact until the 
election of Mr. Buchanan to the presidency, Pref. 
Browne Was the political editor of the paper. At 
Mr. Buchanan's request Prof. Browne went to 
Washington and became chief editor of The Con- 
stitution, the organ of the administration. Prof, 
Browne, while a personal friend of Mr. Bachanan’s 
‘andthe editor of the administration ‘organ, was 
a deep sympathizer with the south. When the 
feeling became so strong between the two sections 
that his editorial duties did not accord with his 
priuciples and views, he gave up the constitu 
tion. He was especially intimate with Governer 
Howell Cobb, who was then in the cabinet, Judge 
James Jackson and Judge Martin J. Crawford, who 
were in congress from this state. 

CASTING HIS FORTUNES WITH THE SOXTH. 

When the Georgia members announced that their 
state had withdrawn from the union gnd started 
home. Mr. Brownejoinedthem. He went with the 
delegation to the Montgomery con- 
vention, agEd was chosen to inform Mr. Davis 
of his nomination to the presidency, 

4 friemdship that endured unto death was born 
at that meeting. President Davis appointed Mr. 
Browne assistant secretary of state, in 1861, under 
Robert Teombs. He served in that capacity until 
Toombs went to the field and was succeeded by R 
M. T. Hunter. President Davis then appointed 
‘ir Browne as one of his aides with the rank of 
colonel, and was in command of the local troops in 
He continued to be on the 
president's staff until 1864, and as President Davis 
wasin the custom of having one of his personal 
staff with éhe commanding general, especially when 
an action was confemplated, General Browne was 
present at most of the battles foughtin Virginia. In 
1864 he was ordered to Georgia, and was in the com- 
mand of a brigade in the corps of General Hardee, 
till the close of %he war, taking part in tae defense 
of Savannah. General Browne gave to the confed- 
eracy as loyal a supportas it received from any man. 
When the war began he had about $20,000 in money 
and every ceat of it, though it was his entire for- 
tune, he put into the securities of the new gayen- 
ment. Few. if any, were nearer to Pre-ident Davis 
than he. They became fast friends and up to the 
time of General Browne's death were 
in constant correspondence. 

HIS CAREER IN GEORGIA.

| THE ORPHANED POOR. 


A VISIT TO THR METHODIST OR- 
PHAN’'S HOME. 


A Great and Noblis Charity—Toae Wards of Rev. Sam. 
Jones—How He Hee them in Trainirng-The 
Work of Sustentatieon—The Extent 
of the Good that is Donr, Be. 


ATLANTA, Ga., April 29th.—An old fashioned 
rambling white house—with flowers to the front, 
a grove on one side and a field on the other—with 
barns to the rear, chickens scratching in the yard» 
hogs rooting in the stable lot, a straggling country 
road losing itself in the woods over the hill—a bald 
knob of earth in front of the gate with a hitching 
post or two—a perfect rural stillness emphasized by 
the mellowed roar of a train rushing out of Decatur 
haif a mile away! 

A roomy, comfortable looking country home- 
stead! But whata host of children. Hardly had 
the wheels.of the carriages ceased crunching the 
hard gravel by the hitchimg post, before the house 
and premises broke out with children. From every 
door issued children, through every window peeped 
children—round every corner of the house came 
children—on every fence was perched children—in 
the grove, the field, the barnyard, and the garden, 
were to be seen children—fat children and lean 
children—romping children and quiet ones—baby 
chiJdren and grown up ones—all disposed in the 
sunshineashappy and careless as childrep could 
well be. 

‘“That’s a right healthy orphan’s home, now 
isn’t it?’’ said Mr. W. P. Pattillo, as we alighted 
from the buggy,and made way for the carriage 
containing Rev. Sam Jones and the ladies. 

A REMARKABLE CHARITY. 

The Methodist Orphan Home 

Itis truly a wondeiful charity. It was s‘arted 
without a dollar of endowment and it has never 
hadany. It has mantained itself, however, now 
owns its home with a capacity of about 40 children 
—about 250 acres of good land, well stocked and 
equipped, all the necessary outhouses, a school- 
house—and owes only about $2, 

This debt is so arranged that it cannot 
mode the. Home, and money is now 
to build an additional house. 
present house is crowded, about 
people now living -in it. It is proposed 
to raise $5,000 cash by cqntributions, and with this 
ercct a new, plain but comfortable and convenient 
house of 16 rooms, in which 80 more children can 
be accommodated, 

‘If the public will give us the money to put up 
the building, we will take the children and feed 
and clothe and school them,”’ 

This promise is an easy one when we 
consider the admirable economy of the manage 
ment. The place is almost literally self-supporting. 
But let us start with the facts and follow with the 
explanations. 

Here, then, are thirty-seven crphan children, 
housed, clothed aud fed—given the watchful and 
tender care of a mother, and provided with books 
and schooled. The total expenses per annum, in- 
cluding the salaries and support of superintendent, 
matron and teacher is less than $1,200 a year, or less 
than thirty dollars a year or three Jollars a mouth 
for each child. 

Why even the convicts in our county jail are al- 
lowed 25 centsa day or $7.50 a month for food 
alone. And here are children abundantly fed, 
warmly clad, schooled and supervised for less than 
halfasmuch. The result is remarkable aud en- 
titles the home to the fullest charity and confidence 
of the pubdiic. The explanation isthatitis run on 
a common-sense plan, aud every pointis care.ully 
watched. The superintendent is Mr. Turner, a 
sturdy, practical farmer who knows his business. 
He gets $400 a year and Mrs. Turner, a gentle sympa- 
thetic woman teacbesthe school. Mrs. ——assistant 
matron a most efficient woman with a good, moth- 
erly face, gets $200 yearand looks after the house- 
hold. She has the help of the older girls, who do 
the milking, cooking, watch the poultry, make the 
butter, attend to the garden, do the) sewing for the 
smallerchildren. They thus not only save the 
cost ofservants, but are educated into capital house- 
wives, 

The farmis made to contribute tothe living of 
the household. A good crop of corn, wheat and 
oats is raised, and the crib is now nearly full of the 
last year’scrop. From five to ten balesof cot- 
ton is raised as amoney crop. There is groves 
and pasturage fora herd of 8 or 10 cows, and several 
calves, two of which are fine Jerseys and the others 
grade. There are 9 or 10 fine hogs nowon the 
placc., and usually 12 to 15 hogs are raised for the 
winter killing. Here thenis bread and meat, and 
milk and butter provided, with $200 to $400 worth 
of cotton as a cash surplus. This isall accomplish- 
ed with $60 expended for the hire of one man dur- 
ingapartof the year. The olfer boys do most of 
the work themselves, Mr. Turner lendinga hand 
when needed. Two of the boys are fine plough- 
menand they are taught to work. 

The bread and meat,and milk and butter of the 
farm are supplemented by an abundance of chickens

THE ORPHANS OF SEVENTY COUNTIES. 

“We havein our care,’’ said Mr. Jones, ‘‘the or- 
phans of seventy counties, There are orphans uow 
helpless and desolate, who are shut out from our 
home simply because we have noroom. Thereis a 
woman in this town whois dying to-day and who 


has gone. I see children who are abandoned, who 
have no parents and who are living in the streets. 
These children will either die of neglect. or grow 
up in wretchedness and vice, and we want to save 
then. But our hands are tied. Our heme is full.’”’ 
“You want to build another home?’ 
“Yes. We want $5,000. With this we will move 
rpresent home back and put a new home in 
front of it, ready for 80 more children’ That’s all 
wewmeed. We can get it furnishod completely 
withput spending adollar,and we will beable, 
with the new home, I belieye, to give a home to 
every orphan childin our seventy counties.’’ 

“You do not seta your work to Methodist 
children ?’’ . 
“We know no church or creed in this work. We 
have children of every creed andof no creed, 
Wherever we see helplessness and destitution and 
suffering among children we find our field. I re- 
peat, that with $5,000 to bufld an additional house, 
we will be able, in our opinion to take care of 
every orphan in our 70 counties, 

WITH THE CHILDREN, 

Under the guidance of Mr. Patillo, Mr. Jones and 
Mr. Turner, we were carried all over the place. We 
saw the farm, the meadows, the cattle, the cribs, 
the poultry, everything. After a most excellent 
dinner, well cooked, and with half a dozen tidy 
and , retty girls im the kitchen and dining room,we 
went to the generalsitting room where all the chil- 
dren were gathered, 
No, notall! There was one certain youngster 80 
shy and so timid that he was never inveigled into 
our presence. He was plump of figure, as we could 
see in the flying glimpses we caught of him as he 
scudded away from ourapproach. Butof what ex- 
pression or de‘ail, what features filled in that 
chubby outline we never could know. There was 
something pathetic in his bashfulness. It was two 
weeks after he reached the Home before they 
could tempt him § into the room to 
eat with the other children, and but for the unl- 
versal sympathy that binds all childhood together, 
he would then have become an infant recluse. The 
arrival of our arriage load of strangers was loo 
much forhim. When the others came forward to 
welcome and to see, he fled incontiaently to cer- 
taln fastnesses known only to himseif, During the 
day we were continually flushing him. When we 
walked afield, up his shy little figure would start 
from some covert, and off he would go, a4 star- 
tled hare As we climbed a fence, he would scurry

Wwasso narrow, and yet his hiding was so desperate, 
that I was actually afraid to move, for fear I would 
step on him. After we had been for 
a long time in the house, doubtless the yearning for 
human companionship stirred his little heart as he 
lay in the depths of his cachet. Or perbaps the up- 


adventure kindled by this unusual invasion, led 
him to venture forth from his fastnesses.’ At any 
rate I caught a glimpge of his plump furtive form, 
cautiously approachinga window.

His em 
barrassment was so excessive, his stupefaction so 
perfect that I stopped, glanced at his erfmson face 
und withdrew.

HOW CHILDREN COME AND Go. - 

As we sat in the midst of these children, dressed 
in their nice calicoes or jeans, rosy, cheerful and 
happy, we asked whence they came,and what be- 
comes of them. 

“We get them anywhere and everyWhere in our 
territoryand under all circumstances. We have 
here five children in one family, four in another, 
and so on. Our oldest children are about fourteen 
and are yourgest ate four Or five,”’ 

“When you get through with them wheré do they 
go?” 

‘They usually find good homes. We have appli- 
cations almost ciinaiety'baconthaetn from good 
religious homes, and we give them up when we 
think it best. We shall consider to-day applica- 
tions fortwoor three children. We tollow our 
children with inquiries and attention as far as pos- 
sible, and we find that they have been unsually 
fortunate. We guarantee to take them out of the 
streets, or out of want, at the age when: their ch ar- 
acter is forming, give them a good home, treat 
them kindly, give them an education, and religious 
training, and then put them in the care 
of a religious family, or into some good work. This 
isan immense work, and the good it does is simply 
incalculable.”’ gy 

WHAT IS NEEDED. 

“Now,” said Mr. Jones, ‘“‘we want $5,000 with 
which to build an additional home. I’m going to 
try to raise it, and that means I’m going to do it. 
When I get $2,500, which I ought to do at one meet- 
ing, we wiil start the new house and have it ready 
inafew months. Wecan thes take all the chil- 
dren, Ibelieve, that will need a home.

New Yor K,April 27,—East river travel by boat 
takes passengers close alongside the island on which 
the city’s institutions for chari'y and punishment 
are situated.

A little 
way off a fellow was turning an imaginary crank at 
his own side, and he, too, was in*an aittit de of 
hearing something that greatly interested him. 
Meeting Brennan, the charity commissioner, wbo 
has charge of these islands, I asked him what these 
unusual freaks meant. ; 

“Those men have got music boxes in their stom- 
achs,”* said he, -‘or think they have, and that makes 
it a fact to them.

When first disclosed on her pedestal, by the draw- 
ing aside of acurtaiuin Pygmalion’s studio, nei- 
ther sudied attitude nor cold lime-light marbleizes 
her in the least. Her skin is pinkish iastead of 
white, her eyes are outlined in Black, her lips are 
brightly reddened, and, in short, she makes not the 
slightest sacrifice to art. However, her offense in 
this respect carries itsown punishment. She does 
not look nearly so wellag in conventional attire. 
She is not Galatea, from the hand of a sculptor, but 
a woman scared out of bed by a miduight burglar. 
Her white wig looks like neither stone nor hair,but 
is an ill-fitting night-cap. Her drapery is not im- 
movable stone tn shapely carving, but @ very com- 
monplace night-gown. This idea is all the more 
forcibly suggested after the statue is turned intoa 
woman, for here she discards the white wig and 
appears in her own brown hair. 

It wes clear to be seen, on the opening night, that 
a good part of the audience wes unfamiliar with 
the story of Pygmalion’s statue, and especially with 
Gilbert's treatmentofit. Therefor, Galatea’s inno- 
cently frank talk about her own loveliness was 
largely taken for a  grevious’ selfpraise 
by the professional beauty. Many seem.- 
ed to suppose that, if the play had not wholly been 
written for Mrs. Langtry, at least the passages relat- 
ing to the statue’s perfection had been interpolated. 
It wasas though the Circassian girl in a museum 
had acted as her own grandiloquent exhibitor. 
When Mrs. Langtry gazed into a hand-glass and ex- 
claimed rapturously. ‘‘l am ind-ed beautiful! Are 
there any other women so lovely?’’ people stared 
at each other in blank amazement at what they ap- 
parently regarded as her audacity and egotism. 
So, too, her childish prattlie about men 
and love was applied to her and her American cir- 
cumstances,instead of being taken solely in connec- 


tion with the character which she wai 
trying to present, any as frequent 
aS uncharitable were the giggles, 


g1.eers and whispered comments. Had she been an 
electrifying actress the attention of her auditors 
would have been held to her work, and they would 
not have sought entertainmentin extraneous mat 
ters—such, for instance, aS the calves of Pygmalion, 
whith were ridicously padded, and her own ample 
feet, which certainly needed no enlargement. They 
were encaged properly in sandals, but the attach- 
ment of high heels was scarcely in consonance with 
Greek art. 

As forme, I got considerable amusement before 
entering the theatre, On going to buy my seats, 
several days previous, at the opening of the sale of 
tickets, 1 had held a place, in line just behind a 
speculator. He had the looks and manner of a 
three-card monte man—one who had been lifted to 
a great height of complacency by & run of good luck.

“That for the present this board confine its aid to 
such schools as arg best fitted to prepare young col- 
ored men and wemen to become useful to their 
race: and thatinstitutions which give instructions 
in trades and in other manual occupations which 
will enable the colored youth to make a living and 
become useful citizens, be carefully sought éut and 
preferred in appropriating from this fund: and that 
so far as practicable a scholar receiving aid from 
this foundation shall be trained to some manual 
occupation, simulianeously with his mental and 
nteralinstruction.” | 

A wiser policy than this in connection 
with the application of the fund could not 
be adopted; and Dr. Haygood can be trusted 
to see that the money goes where the trus- 
tees desire it shall go. The next meeting of 
the trustees is to be held in October, when 
doubtless the full income at. their disposal 
will be devoted to the work ef providing col- 
ored teachers for colored pupils ia the public 


schools of the south. 


JUTS CULTURE IN THE SOUTH. 

The people of India persist in growing Cot- 
ton, and the people of the south would do 
well to retaliate by beginning to produce 
jute. This they could do to their own profit 
and to the general good of the entire country; 
for the use of jute in the manufacture of 
sacks and paper and various other articles is 
rapidly incfeasing,and there is no probability 
that the production of this tough and im- 
portant fibre in the south would have any 
material effect on its pricé. Its use would 
outrun its cultivation in the south, which 
would naturally be gradua’. 

All the trials that have made in the south 
have’. been favorable. It is well established 
by theseyexperiments that 3,500 paunds tan 
readily be grown on an acre in the south, 
whereas 1,800 pounds is above the average 
product per acre in Bengal. It needs warmth, 
moisture, and a sandy or alluvial soil. Given 
these conditions there is money in its produc- 
tion in this country. The product of an acre 
in jute will in the market bring as much as 
the-product of two acres in cotton, and the 


labor of cultivating. jute is much 
less than the labor that cotton de- 
mands, There are ‘many reasons why 


our planters should diversify their agricul- 
ture with jute, and not one known reason 
why they should not.. All the evidence fa- 
vors the cultivation of this staple, which is 
in demand fully as widely and imperatively 
as cotton itself, in the soythern states, and 
Georgia should do her share in starting the 
promising work. 


THE ORPHAN’S HOME. 
THE ConstTITUTION has never commended a 
more admirable. charity than the Orphan’s 
Home, a short history of which is printed in 
another column this morning. 
Thevcare of helpless litttle children—the 
providing of a home for homeless babies— 
the reclaiming of infant waifs from the 
streets, from wretchedness and want, or 
worse—appeals strongly to the sympathy of 
allfathers and mothers. When this work is 
done without endowment, by heroic appea 
to the pulffic,-amd faith in human nature, and 
economy aud efliciency, we,fail to see how 
any man or woman can_ refuse it 
their aid.

With learnivg and familiarity with ancient 
and modern literature unknown tothe noisy world, 
he was qualified to embellish and make interesting 
all questions of private or publicimportance With 
gifts of oratory which ifapplied would have swayed 
ihe forum and arrested the attention of legislative 
assemblies, and witha grace and elegance of man 

ner which would have crowned him the very prince 
of courtiers, yet thus intellectually er he 
entered at once, after graduation, upon the business 
of his life—banking—under the tutilage of his 
father. then cashier of the Athens branch of the 
bank of the State of Georvia. 

How well he succeeded, and how he dignified his 
calling. the business men of Athens, New Orleans 
and Savannah can auswer. 

The majority of young men, after graduation, 
think only of a learned profession; but here was 
one capable of the grandest results at the bar, in 
pursuit ofscience, or the glittering prize8 of sta‘tes- 
mianship, who turned his entire attention to business 
matters. and most wisely did he decide, for upon 
her cultured business men does Georgia depend 
for her future prosperity. 

His early surroundings were such as would de- 
velop alltnat isgoodiu man, and how muchof 4a 
man’s life is the produet of home-traiuing, not only 
iu busivess relatious, butin moral and religious in- 
finences! 

Ii. nry Hull remembered his creator in the days 
of his youth. la an old pocket Bible which my 
father gave me in 1836, when a pupil of the 
Presbyterian Sunday schoolin Athens,then under 
the care of Wm. L. Mitcheil, | find recorded upon a 
blauk page the following: ‘Sophs, I united myseif 
with the Methodist Episcopal church on May 3rd, 
1840. My clas: mates who joired the same day were: 
George Hancock, Ben. Chaires, Furm Chaires, 
Alex. Allen, Elisha Strong. One week after two 
others of my class joined. They were: Hinch 
Hull, John Harper. “Ou! may we all live the life 
of Christians and meetin Heaven.” 

He was asincerejCaristian. Humbleand consistent 
in hisearly life, andl doubt not so remained to 
the end. How these dear familiar names are being 
blotted outin the record of lifet They charm us 
‘for one brief hour,’’ and then death like a sponge 
wipesfrom the pages of time all that was so bright 
and lovely!

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THE RESOLT OF THE TERM. 


What has been Accomplished by Judge MeUay's First 
fourt. 
The United States district and circuit court, which 
convened on the first Monday in March, adjoarned 
lest night. During the session it has had rathera 
remarkable history, The court began on the 5th 
of March with Judge Bizby as district attorney. 
Mr. Emory Speer took chafge on the 10th. From 
the 5:h until the 10th ninety-five cases were nolle 
prossed. There were in thattime nine pleas of 
guilty, six verdicts of guilty and five verdicts of 
uot guilty. Since the 10th of March there have 
been in the district court fifty-seven jury trials.and 
of these there were thirty-nine convictions and 
eichteen acquittals—the government succeeded in 
two outof every three cases. There were besides 
eleven pleas of guilty in the district court. In the 
circuit court there were twenty four jurwatrials 
since Mr. Speer entered on the discharge of TS 
ties, Of fixteen were found guilty and 
eight acquitted, maintaining precisely the same 
proportion of convictions and acquittals asin the 
district sourt. There were likewise in the circuit 
court eleven pleas of guilty. In the first 
five days of the term there were 95 cases nolile pross- 
ed and stricken from the docket. In the rest of the 
term there have been 23 entries ofnol. pros. in the 
disirict court, and 5 in the circuit court. 
A notable feature of theterm hasbeen the great 
clemency shown towards parties convicted. There 
were £0 convictions and pleas of guiltyin the 
district court. Of these 31, being six more than half. 
had theirsentences suspended and were discharged. 
in the circuit court there were 27 convictions and 
pleas of guiity, aud of these 15, or 1 more-than half 
had their sentences suspended, These suspensions 
of sentence amount practigally to an acquittal, as 
the parties, if they Cease to#iolate the law, are #el- 
dom re-arresied. Nothiug.could show more clearly 
the clemency of the government, or the leniency of 
the officers of ihe court 
rhere have been quitea good number of notable 
convictions. The conviction of Mike Steven. the 
Kkedmoud of northeast Georgia, of the sheriff of

Campbell county, and many other kindred 
cases have e¢aused trials of exciting ia- 
terest. There have been twu convictions fur per- 


jury, and two notorious revenue informers of al- 
jeged low character and mendacious disposition, 
sent to the penitentiary; several counterfeiters, 
caughtin ‘meking and shoving the queer,” have 
likewise been cousigued to comfortable but se- 
cluded quarters on the banks of the Hudson for a 
term of years. A jliry tampe¢rer nas been indicted 
andrun off. Twodeputy marshals of the govern 
ment were indicted for presenting false aecounts. 
Que of them, Alfred I, Crawford, escaped from cus-: 
lody by a during dash for liberty. The othe: 
James M. Robinson, defended by four of the ablest 
lawyers iu the.state, was convicted on nineteen 
couuts, and Was sentenced yesterday to the peni 
tentlary for>*eyeers. The attorney general has 
written to Mr. Speer that the good effects of the con- 
viction of Robinson is apparent, as since that time 
other deputies haye been diligent iu rendering
